VACATION BILE SCHOOL 
PHENOMENAL SUCCESS 


With a picnic today at Ganesha park, 


participated in by 110 ^children 
and 


many adults, the daily vacation bible 
school of Covina is drawing to a suc- 
cessful close, and after the sessions of 
next week will probably cease activi- 
ties for the summer. Pressure is being 
brought to bear, however, by members 
of this unique class, to continue the 
sessions through August. 


That the request to continue the ses- 


sions comes from members of the class- 
es is cited as showing that the work 
and study of the past month has struck 
a responsive chord in the hearts and 
desires of the children of the city and 
valley. 


The Methodist, Christian, Baptist and 


Presbyterian churches have been the 
principal participants in this vacation 
school, but a large number of children 
from the Brethren church havo also 
been constant attendants. Bcv. Crowell 
Eddy of the Baptist church said. this 
week that every phase of religion that 
could be termed theological or argu- 
mentative from standpoint of creed was 
eliminated as a matter of course, mak- 
ing the study of the bible historical, 
with the moral lessons drawn. 


One of the features has been the 


•teaching of the old and standard hymns 
of the Christian religion to the children. 
This has been a decided success, Bev. 
Eddy says. 
The stately hymns that 


were better known a generation or two 
ago than is the case today, have been 
revived, and the leaders say that the 
children find them interesting when 
they ire properly interpreted. Another 
feature has been the dramatization of 
the stories of the old testament. Boys 
and girls have been carefully familiar- 
ized with a bible story, and afterwards 
havo been called upon to take the parts 
of the principal characters and act, in 
their own way and in their own lan- 
guage the story as they have under- 
stood it.

A repetition of the odorous days when 


the Baldwin Park hog ,farm was in 
its prime, is promised through an ac- 
tion taken this week in Los Angeles, +' 
when the proposal to establish the gar- -f 
bage-feeding piggery near Montebello + 
was abondoned, and tho old Durbin -f 
ranch on the East San Gabriel river 
was substituted. 


Through the action of County Health 


Officer Pomeroy, coupled with the in- -f 
dignant protests of Montebellans, the 4- 
pigegry plant was abondoned at that 
point. Dr. Pomeroy is quoted as say- 
ing: 


"I 
have asked the contractors to 


withdraw their 
application for the 


Montebello location in view 
of 
tho 


statement that they have taken over 
the old Durbin ranch. I have inspected 
this Durbin property. It is more adapt- + 
able for hog-feeding purposes than the + 
Montebello location provided the most -f 
sanitary equipment is installed and tho + 
department requirements • rigidly com- 
plied with in handling of the garbage. 
"If Japanese are to do the feeding, 


it can be said right here and now that 
the farm will constitute a menace to 
the health of the people of the county.'' 
'' The residents of El Monte, Baldwin 


Park, Covina and other districts adja- 
cent to the Durbin ranch, must also 
be considered before-the final approval 
is given by the board of supervisors to 
the contractors' application for a. per- 
'init. 
Generally speaking, tho county 


health department dislikes very much 
to see Los Angeles city return to hog- 
feeding in the county as a method of 
disposing of its garbage. While it is 
mandatory on the board of supervis- 
ors to grant the application xor a per- 
mit, if the county health regulations 
have been complied with, supervisors 
can at once, if they desire, revoke tho 
permit on the ground that conditions 
do not justify the maintenance of the 
farm, and this, in my opinion, is what 
would have happened should the con- 
tractors insist on going ahead at the 
Montebello location. 
"The next step is for the contrac- 


tor or contractors to file an application 
for the new location, then the protest 
will doubtless come from the near-by 
districts, and a date will be set by the 
supervisors for a public hearing on the 
new application, when tho entire mat- 
ter can be threshed, out. I can only

PROPOSED PARK PLANS 


ARE ON EXHIBITION 


Mayor J. M. Stanton is asking citi- 


;ens of Covina to inspect the prelim- 
nary landscape map of the new park, 
which is now on exhibition at the city 
hall. 


Thc''map has been drawn by Howard 


& Smith of Los Angeles, and shows 
he proposed method of laying out this 
:en acres, which is now owned by the 
city, situated on Fourth street and run- 
ning between Badillo and San Bernar- 
dino road. 


Tho plan calls for a large swimming 


plunge, with showers and 
dressing 


rooms, a band stand, a regulation size 
baseball park, a tennis ground, a camp- 
ing ground for visiting autoists, and 
plots of grass, flowers, interspersed with 
lily-pools and fountains, and winding 
walks. 
Auto parking space is to be 


provided the full length of the park 
on Fourth street. There is a proposal

Mayor Stanton points out that the 


big swimming plunge is to be the irri- 
gating reservoir for the ten acres, so 
designed as to discharge by gravity 
over all parts of the park. It is prob- 
able that a planting of quick growing 
trees will be made, interspersed with 
trees of slower growth.

WALNUT GROW 


PROTESITO 


Walnut growers in the Covina valley 


are bending every effort to induce the 
houses of congress at Washington to 
change the walnut tariff schedules as 
reported out by the ways and moans 
committee this week. 


Robert H. Neoly, one of the direc- 


tors of the California Walnut Growers 
Association, said this week that he 
had communicated with Chairman Ford- 
ney of thut committee, protesting at 
the schedule given unshellcd walnuts. 


"The house should revise this sched- 


ule J7i spite of the committee's recom- 
mendations." said Mr. Neely. "The 
unshelled walnut schedule of two and 
one-half cents is too low. It will not 
give us the protection the 
industry 


needs. 
This is a very vital matter to 


this valley, and, as 1 said in my com- 
munication to Fordney, 
the 
growers 


here expected better treatment from a 
Republican member than what has been 
received." 


THORPE GETS BUSY. 


That the ways and means committee 


revised the walnut schedule 
at 
the 


wrong end, is the information which 
was telegraphed to Congressman Os- 
borne by Carlyle Thorpe, general man- 
ager of "the California Walnut Growers 
Association. 


After fixing the schedule a week ago 


at two and one-half cents per pound 
on unshelled and five cents on shelled 
walnuts, the committee, after consider- 
able urging, consented to an amendment 
of the ischiCdlile; on ^shelled 'walnuts 
from five to seven and one-half cents, 
leaving unshellcd walnuts with a tariff 
of only two and one-half cents per 
pound. 


"This was a great surprise to the 


wal.iut growers," Mr. 
Thorpe 
says, 


"because the committee at the same 
time increased the almond schedule to 
four and twelve cents.' 
It is Mr. 


Thorpe's opinion that walnuts and al- 
monds should be on a parity, especial- 
ly because the production of walnuts 
is greater than the output of almonds. 
He urges every walnut grower in the 
state to telegraph his congressman and 
senator, vigorously protesting against 
the proposed tariff schedule. 


"The 
shortsighted 
thing 
about 


amending the schedule to allow seven 
and one-half cents on shelled walnuts 
is that the production of shelled wal- 
nuts in this state is less than 10 per 
cent of the annual harvest," says Mr. 
Thorpe. "We need the amendment on 
unshelled walnuts. Our tariff on them 
should be not less than four cents, to 
do us any good." 


His ideas along that line were set 


out in the following telegram to Con- 
gressman Osborne at Washington: 


NEED FOUR CENT DUTY. 


"We 
have just been advised that 


tho ways and means committee suggests 
changing the duty on shelled walnuts 
from, five to seven and one-half cents. 
We are glad to receive this, and we 
greatly appreciate your . efforts 
and 
' 
' 


to 15 cents per pound on shelled wal- 
nuts," says Mr. Thorpe. 
"The 
tariff 


proposed in the Fordney bill, when we 
deduct the cent-n,-pound increase in 
freight rates, is even less than-the old 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill allowed the 
California walnut industry." 


The ridiculous features of the Ford- 


ney bill are pointed out by Mr. Thorpe, 
who calls attention to the fact that a 
tariff of three cents per pound is plac- 
ed upon unshelled peanuts, while wal- 
nuts are only given a tariff of t\ro and 
one-half cents. This, despite the fact 
that 38,829,39;) pounds of fereign wal- 
nuts came into the United States in 
1920. 
This is dangerously close to the 


total tonnage produced by California. 


"It must be taken into consideration 


by our congressmen and senators," says 
Mr. Thorpe, "that the California wal- 
nut industry has been doubling itself 
every four years for twelve years, and 
that if foreign competition is allowed 
to continue without proper regulation 
the California industry will soon be 
throttled. If the Fordnoy bill, with its 
low tariff on walnuts, should be adopt- 
ed by the senate, and the California in- 
dustry should increase in the next four 
years as it has in the last four years, 
it is altogether likely that the Califor- 
nia crop will be a drug on the market, 
dammed up in the warehouse while 
floods of cheap European and Asiatic 
walnuts are glutting the markets." 


SHOWS LABOR COST. 


Speaking the comparative costs of 


production, Mr. Thorpe says that the 
labor cost alone is 9.73 cents to produce 
a pound of walnuts in California, while 
France grows them for 2.43 cents, Italy 
for 1.08 cents and China for .53 cents 
per pound. 


Telegrams protesting against the wal- 


nut tariff in the Fordney bill are being 
sent from Southern California by thou- 
sands. 
All of the local associations 


in the California Walnut Growers As- 
sociation are wiring Senators 
Short- 


ridge and Johnson, Congressmen Os- 
borne, Swing, Uneberger and Free to 
exert every effort in securing a satis- 
factory amendment of 
the 
measure. 


Many chambers of commerce are add- 
ing their voices to the storm of protest 
against inadequate tariff for Califor- 
nia's second largest 
horticultural in- 


dustry. 
Mr. Thorpe urges every one 


to telegraph their congressman or sen- 
is.* or to insist upon a more suitable tariff 
for California walnuts.

but the shelled walnut business at pres- 
ent amounts to less than 10 per cent 
of our total volume. 


"What is needed most is a four cent 


duty on unshelled 
walnuts, 
as 
this 


item is over 90 per cent of the value 
of our business. 
If the duty is to be 


increased on only one item in the list 
we greatly prefer an increase on un- 
shelled walnuts. 


"Apparently the ways and means 


committee is confusing the walnut busi- 
ness with the almond business, but the 
situation is entirely different, except 
on unshelled nuts, where it is the same. 
If unshelled almonds get four cents, 
walnuts are entitled to the same. We 
would appreciate your discussing this 
phase with other California represen- 
tatives in the hope of obtaining an ad- 
vance on unshelled walnuts, which is 
no urgently needed." 


COMPETE WITH CHINESE. 


That Bret Harte was right when he

walnut tariff established by the ways 
and Means counnillee in the Fordney 
emergency tarifl bill.

FRESH-AIR CAMP INCREASING 


In spite of the warm weather, the 


Covina hens are mindful every Sunday 
of the hundred hungry kids up in the 
Fresh-Air camp in the San Gabriel can- 
yon, and this week's egg total was a 
full thirty dozen. From each of the 
groceries, eggs arc gathered up Tuesday 
afternoons, and the help to those in 
charge of the camp can scarcely be 
estimated. Not only have these Sun- 
day eggs gone up to the camp this 
week, but fifty serviceable little bloom- 
er and middy khaki-colored galatea uni- 
forms, -gaily trimmed with red or blue 
for the girls, were sent up Tuesday, all 
made by the good women of the clubs 
in and near Covina. The Monday After- 
noon club, the wqri. in charge of Mrs, 
F. B. Gillett, the Charter Oak Thimble 
club and the Glendora Woman's club 
have sent these, but more are to come 
from the Irwindale Miscellany club and 
two Los Angeles groups, so that the 
hundred girls, ranging from six to four- 
teen, may each have a uniform.

happy thing about these uniforms is 
that there isn 't a button anywhere to 
bother early in the morning; just elas- 
tic and a tie or snap and there you 
are.

that has universally been felt in all 
parts of the cast and middle west. Pro- 
hibition has removed the lemon's great- 
est competitor as a beverage. Beer has 
undoubtedly killed lemonade as a pro- 
fitable drink in past years, on account 
of the fact that beer was more cheaply 
made in quantity, as well as having 
its intoxicating appeal.

MAT SOLVE 2PBOBLEM OF 


FRUIT TRANSPORTATION 


Having shipped 225 carloads of or- 


anges and lemons by water to the At- 
lantic seaboard and European ports 
since January 1, the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange has apparently solv- 
ed the high railroad rate problem. 


By sending fruit to market through 


the Panama canal the exchange is sav- 
ing 60 cents per box on lemons and 70 
cents per box on oranges. On 131,737 
boxes of citrus fruits which have been 
shipped by water this year the associat- 
ed growers have saved $83,173.20 in 
transportation charges. 


The biggest shipment of oranges and 


lemons ever sent anywhere by water 
left Los Angeles harbor on Tuesday of 
last week. I consisted of 16,000 boxes 
of lemons and 6,000 boxes of oranges. 
The cargo is bound for New York. If : 
sent by rail this shipment would have 
filled fifty-five refrigerator cars. 


Water shipments of citrus fruits from 


Los Angeles harbor this year total 90,- 
427 boxes of lemons and 41,310 boxes 
of oranges. Two cargoes have gone to 
Philadelphia, two to Savannah, two to 
London, six to New York, four to Bos- 
ton and one to Eotterdam.

WALKERS ARE WARNED 


Pedestrians afflicated with "diagon- 
alitis" are one of the greatest contri 
'buting causes to auto accidents, accord 
ing to officials of the Auto Club of 
Southern California. 


In analyzing the causes of hundreds 


of motor accidents throughout South- 
ern California, officials of this club have 
come to the conclusion that pedestrians 
Kvho cross streets and roads in the cen- 
ter of the blocks, and diagonally at 
corners cause a large portion of the 
grief reported in the newspapers. 


Between inter-sections of streets and 


roads, it is pointed out, street cars and 
motor vehicles make 
their 
greatest 


speed, and it is here that most pedes- 
trians are hurt when stepping sudden- 
ly out from between cars parked at 
the curb into the lanes of traffic. 


Crossing diagonally at a street inter- 


section, the pedestrian has to look eight 
ways at once, like a spider, to avoid 
being run down—while if he makes 
a square -corner, he has but two ways 
to look. 


The Los Angeles safety council, com- 


posed of the chamber of commerce, auto 
club and safety engineers maintains 
that failure to observe the traffic offi- 
cer's whistle not only 
exposes 
the 


pedestrian to danger, but ties up traffic 
to a large extent. Another bad habit 
indicated, is that of going around the 
back of street cars in the cities and 
emerging on the other side without 
hesitating to see if any vehicle is ap- 
proaching.

STREAM-BED WATER. 


This legislation will be of great as- 


sistance to water users 
on 
streams 


where water shortages occur, in pre- 
venting 
contention 
and 
litigation, 


through an equitable distribution of 
the water by an officer of the state 
when there is insufficient water to go 
around. It will also make possible the 
distribution of water from large stream 
bed reservoirs which are now proposed 
on many streams. 
This system 
for 


supervision of distribution of water by 
the state has been in practice in prac- 
tically all of the western 
irrigation 


states for many years, and has proved 
very satisfactory' to agricultural inter- 
ests. 


DETERMINE WATER RIGHTS. 
Before a water master can be ap- 


pointed on a stream system, a deter- 
mination of the existing water rights 
must be made. The commission has had 
authority to make such determinations 
under the act as amended in 1917. but 
has had insufficient funds to undertake 
such work. A revolving fund was creat- 
ed under senate bill 200 at this session, 
however, whwich will permit the carry- 
ing on of adjudication work by the 
commission, the state to be reimbursed 
by fees collected from the claimants ] 
to water. 
The commission is just com- 


pleting determinations of 
rights 
on 


Stanislaus and Wfst Carson rivers, and 
is now ready to undertake such work 
on a number of other streams. The re- 
sult of such work is very beneficial 
to the water users on the streams as 
"it reduces the possibility of litigation 
and brings about a fairer distributon 
of the water. 


DOMESTIC USE FIRST. 


Still 
another 
important 
measure 


adopted by the legislature is senate bill 
197, declaring the use of water for 


••"toirwstic purposes the highest use, and 


that for irrigation as next1 in import- 
ance. 
It also gives the state more 


authority in acting upon applications 
to appropriate water, and enables it 
to have a greater influence in bringing 
about, an equitable use of the water as 
between 
power and irrigation. 
The 


effort of the state is to bring about the 
greatest possible use of the water for 
both irrigation and power but making 
the use for power subordinate to that 
for irrigation. By careful engineering 
studies this can be 
done 
on 
most 


streams, with a full use of the water 
for irrigation and without undue limit- 
ation in its use for power. 


These three measures will have a 


more important influence 
on 
future 


agricultural development in the state 
than possibly any other measure signed 
bv the governor. 


past wars to acquire a piece of land 
amounting in value to $7f>00. or a home 
and homesite whose value may be $5000.

:his act is to create an opportunity 
for the man who needs the opportunity; 
who has no money and no way of get- 
ting it otherwise"; and to whom the 
people are tremendously obligated be- 
cause of his service to the state and 
to the nation. 


Because of the fact that the $10,- 


000,000 bond issue, if voted, will go 
into a revolving fund that will event- 
ually bring all the money back again 
into the state treasury, we believe that 
the bond issue is in no sense a gift, 
but a loan to the veterans to which, 
they are justly entitled, and wnich will 
bring a thousand-fold in returns to the 
people as a whole, through the upbuild- 
ing of the state's producing ability 
and through the establishment of more 
homes." 


This American market is now entirely 
in the hands of the speculators import- 
ing the peasant-grown and shelled 
Southern European almond. 


To get a fair sliare of this American 


shelled almond market, the California 
growers are asking Congress to make 
the tariff bill conform to nature. They 
want a ratio of three to one fixed as 
between the duty on unshelled and 
shelled almonds—five cents on un- 
shelled and fifteen cents on shelled. 
Even with this, they say, they will 
have to buck difficult competition of 
European shippers who landed 40,000,- 
000 pounds of almonds in the United 
States, 
two-thirds 
of 
them 
being 


shelled at a labor cost of only ten to 
fifteen per cent of California high- 
standard-of-living wages. 


Surely, California and her farmers 


are entitled to their reasonable de- 
mands in this case so vital to our wel- 
fare. Every loyal Californian should 
make it his or her business to write 
our Congressmen on the subject.

The Veteran's Welfare. 


Governor Stephens has 
announced 


that he will appoint four ex-service 
men to positions on the veteran's wel- 
fare board that will administrate all 
legislation in behalf of veterans in the 
state. 
There will be but one non-vet- 


eran on this board. 


It seems a very fitting act to place 


the welfare of veterans in the hands 
of their comrades. 
Whatever amount 


of sympathy and patriotism the non- 
veteran citizen may have, he has not 
the entire equipment for the under- 
standing of the needs of the veteran. 
The governor seems to understand that 
there is a bond between veterans that 
is not equalled by any other human 
bond save that of blood brotherhood. 
Tho men • who suffered privations in 
the camps, on the sea and in the mud 
of France are brothers in every sense 
excepting that of blood kinship. And 
in many instances the tie that binds 
buddies of the world-war is stronger 
than that which exists between brother 
and brother. 


It is fortunate, too, that there are 


men of big brains who can be selected 
from out the ranks of ex-service men. 
There are men who are able in law 
and banking; there are men who know 
land values, and men who sfaad high 


'in educational advancement. 


These incn are needed on this new 


board, for the state is to place men 
.on the lands of California, giving them 
an 
exceptionally-fine opportunity 
to 


buy farms on long-time, easy payments, 
and to establish homes. The state will 
educate men under the administration 
of this welfare board, and much legis- 
lation that was signed by the governor 
at the last session of the legislature 
is for the purpose of giving every aid 
to the men who served this country 
in past wars. 


In order that this great program of 


soldier development shall be a success 
the people are asked to finance the 
program with a ten million dollars bond 
issue next year. 
This money will go 


into a revolving fund, and will even- 
tually be paid back into the state 
treasury as the soldiers pay out on 
their farms and homes. 


It is a program that will not only 


aid the ex-soldier in a way that can 
hardly be critized, but it will also ad- 
vance the agriculture of the state. It 
is a program of patriotism that can- 
not be duplicated, for if we can place 
men on their own land we build up a 
patriotic home defense that is stronger 
than armies and navies.

McCLELLAN IS CHAIRMAN 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 


Supervisor E. F. McClellan, the now 


chairman of the board of supervisors 
of Los Angeles county, has begun his 
plans for a tremendous program of ac- 
tivity on behalf of the county in his 
new capacity. 
He was elected chair- 


man unanimously by the supervisors on 
motion of Supervisor Frank Woodley. 


The program prepared by Supervisor 


McClellan covers an economic expendi- 
ture of the county's money and only 
on big projects needed by the county. 


These include: 
First—A new county jail, which will 


be built in accordance with the most 
economic structures in the country, just 
visited by Supervisors Bean and Cogs- 
well. 
The jail's quota this year will 


be $600,000. 


Second—Important flood control work 


to protect the different districts in the 
county from destructive floods. In this 
connection, the more important work 
to be undertaken during the forthcom- 
ing year is the contruction of the San 
Dimas dam, the Live Oak dam at a 
cost of approximately $60,000; the Gate 
dam, 
costing approximately between 


$25,000 and $35,000; plans" for flood 
control work between Vernon and the 
county farm, at an estimated cost of 
between $100,000 and $150,000. In all, 
the flood control work for the forth- 
coming year, it is estimated, will total 
$1,000,000. 


Third—Road 
work 
on 
important 


roads of the county. 
Work will be 


continued on the Harbor .truck boule- 
vard to facilitate transportation to and 
from the barbor; the road in the San 
Gabriel canyon costing about $50,000 
also wUl be built.

Supervisor McClellan is in receipt of 


many letters and telephone calls of con- 
gratulations.

CAMPERS CAUSE PIKES 


ENDANGERING FORESTS 


Campers were responsible for the 


largest number of man caused fires in 
the forests of California during the 
summer months of 1920, according to 
tabulations compiled by the U. S. for- 
est service and the California state 
board of forestry. 
Lightning was the 


only agency that was charged with be- 
ing responsible for a large number. 
Lightning is held responsible for 653 
fires during 1920; campers have 362 
fires charged against them. There were 
260 fires reported to have started from 
unknown causes and 198 from miscel- 
laneous causes; brush burning was re- 
sponsible for 124 fires getting beyond 
control; 117 fires were started from 
railroads; 104 were of incendiary or- 
igin and 21 started from lumbering op- 
erations, making a total of 1,839 fires 
in California during the 1920 summer 
season. 


The above fires burned over 415,27? 


acres of land and did damage esti 
mated at $983,562.

If you have come to believe that 


there is nothing really new and inter- 
esting in the world, and if there is that 
it doesn't happen here but far away, 
the Argus would like to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that there is a two- 
thousand barrel oil well at Huntington 
Beach that is situated on a town lot 
which was once given away as an extra 
inducement to subscribe for a bible and 
an encyclopedia. 


Also, that there are a large number 


of these so-called bible lots in Hunting- 
ton Beach upon which there are now 
flowing oil wells. And that in some in- 
stances the owners of the lots were 
located with the greatest difficulty when 
the oil strike was made in this city 
some fifty miles south of Covina. 


•Huntington Beach, in the old days, 


was a favorite campmeeting ground. 
Certain 
religious 
organizations 
still 


make this locality their annual place 
of outdoor worship and recreation. 
It 


is a beautiful place from the stand- 
point of beach and bathing, but there 
never had been anything 
deliriously 


exciting in its history until last year 
about this time of writing. 
It had 


always had a large business in the sum- 
mer as a resort. It boasted the finest 
beet and bean land in the state, and 
enormous crops of celery were grown 
in the rich peatlands over the hill from 
the oceanside. But the great outside 
world had never looked upon the place* 
as a spot where romance and adventure 
might be encountered. 


• FOREST OP DERRICKS. 


Then oil was discovered where geolo- 


gists had previously stated that oil 
could not be found, which is the way 
most oil has been discovered. And to- 
day there are 156 derricks rising like 
a forest on the hills above the sea, and 
even creeping down into the surf. Oil 
is spurting from all of these wells that 
have been drilled to the oil area, and 
the best minds in the oil business say 
that every well when finished will be 
a .producer. 
Today they range from 


thirty barrels to 2,000 barrels and bet 
ter per every twenty-four hours. There 
is one Standard well that when brou'ght 
in is said to have flowed twenty thou- 
sand barrels the first twenty-four hours 
and that it would continue this flow 
if had not been purposely stopped down 
in order to regulate the discharge to 
the capacity of the direct pipe-line 
attached to it. 


The so-called bible lots have wells 


on them that are either producing or 
are in the process of drilling, and as 
high as fifty thousand dollars has'beei 
paid as a bonus for the privilege o] 
drilling a well on one of these lots 
When the well came in. the owner o: 
the lot began.' to get a sixth part o: 
the production of oil. Not all bonuse 
have been in the fifty thousand dolla 
class.- In fact the usual bonus has been 
two or three thousand dollars for the 
first option, with a like bonus for the 
renewal of the option. 


FIELD IS PECULIAR. 


Geologists for the Standard Oil Com 


pany first passed ^favorably on the 
field, with the 
qualifying 
statemen 


that the field was a "monocline" am 
not "anticline," which is to say tha 
the oil deposit reaches 
its 
hightes 


point beneath the surface in a roof-liki 
area, or pushing up into an area be 
neath impervious clay like the top of an 
A-tent. That is what is called a mono- 
cline, as understood at least by an 
amateur oil news writer. The anticline 
fields are those that are found beneath 
a roof of clay that slopes one direction 
only, and has a sharp falling off on 
one side, like a house with only half a 
roof. This may npt be an exact descrip- 
tion, but is something like it. 
There 


,is oil in quantity also in the vicinity 
iOf Huntington Beach, principally at 
Newport, where wells have repeatedly 
been brought in but have filled so rapid- 
ly with water that no paying flow could 
be obtained. This is explained by say- 
ing that the clay and shale of Newport 
is broken up, and does not lie in a 
blanket over the oil, but is shot through 
with innumerable "faults" that let the 
water in. The Huntington Beach field 
is not bothered this way. 


INTERESTS COVINA PEOPLE. 
Long before oil was discovered it 


happened that Covina people had been 
going to Huntington Beach in camp- 
meeting time, and had acquired a few 
lots there. 
It also happened that a 


group of Covina men bought twenty 
acres of peatland north of where the 
present oil strike is located, and had 
been digging out the peat for fertilizer. 
This peat farm is owned by W. M. 
Warren and others of this valley. The 
oil wolls are creeping in that direction,! 
and the Standard's big pipe line pusses 
the property. 


Up in the heart of the oil district 


there are some lots owned by Covina 
people and others of this valley, and 
these lots are now under option and 
bonus. 
There is probably litle doubt 


but that these lots will be drilled on in 
a few weeks, depending upon the re- 
sults obtained from a number of wells 
now being drilled in that immediate 
vicinity. 


Then, in the direct line of the long 


string of oil derricks is the derrick of 
the Huntington Mutual Company, of 
which Jesse Berry, son-in-law of Cap- 
tain N". D. Musse'y, is president. Half 
a stonp's throw from this property is 
tho producing well of the Milcy-Keck 
company, in fact, on the next lot. A 
very high gravity oil is being obtained 
from this well. It has been recently 
discovered that the best gravity oil 
lies deeper than most of the wells have 
been drilled. Most of the wells struck 
heavy oil in large or varying quanti- 
ties at around 2.300 feet. 
It is now 


adopted as a policy that these wells 
are to be deepened about 500 feet in 
order to reach the high gravity oil. 
The need for this is said to have been 
proven by several wells that have gone 
down into the finer quality of oil. 


There are a number of Covina ranch- 


ers and business men who have visited 
the Huntington Beach fields this sum- 
mer, 
many of them in company with 


Jesse Berry of the Huntington Mutual, 
and have "bought shares in this com- 
pany and in others. 
This :fleld has 


probably interested Covina valley peo- 
ple more than any oil development in 
the state.

club, with its large acreage for golf 
purposes and with the idea of a com- 
modious club-house and buildings was 
originally hi the hands of a'commercial 
ijroup of .promoters, who brought the 
arganization to a point where it could 
be safely launched under the direction 
of the members. A mass meeting was 
told under the call of the board of di- 
rectors, with a majority of the mem- 
bers present, and the property was 
taken over from the hands of the pro- 
moters.

"All such organizations in the county 


arc monopolized and controlled by Los 
Angeles city and Pasadena excepting 
this one," said Mr. Ncoly. "This club 
is essentially a club for the east end 
of the valley. It will become a great 
social and business asset in the future, 
and lead to a 
better 
understanding 


among the people of all towns and cities 
of this end of the county."

bring influence on the Los Angeles city 
council to abandon the plan of selling 
garbage for hog-feeding purposes. 
It 


is felt that, the city of Los Angeles is 
the responsible- agent, and that the 
contesting of the establishment of the 
piggery when carried on against a hog- 
raising company would be of little 
avail. 


In 1910 as many as thirty thousand 


hogs were in process of raising at the 
Durbin ranch on the edge of the east 
branch of the San Gabriel river. Gar- 
bage was hauled in Pacific Electric 
freight cars of the "gondola" type, 
or open tank type, and the rotting 
refuse was alive with maggots 
and 


aswarm with flies at all times. Hogs 
were kept in a knee-deep state in this 
garbage. 
The grand jury found that 


a heavy percentage of the hogs died 
of swill-fever. The hog-farm establish- 
ed a zone of reeking odor for several 
miles in cither direction for passengers 
on the Pacific Electric, 
a condition 


which would develop again, no matter 
Avhat restrictions were imposed as re- 
gards sanitation. 


The injury to the Baldwin Park dis- 


trict at that time was incalculable. No 
development of the that part of the 
valley was possible as long as the hog 
farm 
was in operation. 
On 
foggy 


night a, when the air /currents were 
moving toward Covina, the scent of 
this piggery was borne over the Covina 
valley. 


Nearly all of the garbage-fed pork 


was consumed in Los Angeles city at 
the time, but in spite of its menace 
to health the city stood firm against 
the recinding of its contract with the 
hog-raisers. 


People of this valley, in discussing 


the situation, were open in saying that 
no fight would be fruitful of the proper 
results excepting that Los Angeles city 
should be held the .principle and the 
chief offender. 


A sensational sequel to the publicity 


that has been given the attempt to 
foist the hog farm onto Baldwin Park 
occurred on Wednesday, when George 
R. Watson, photographer for the Los 
Angeles Times, swore to a complaint 
before an El Monte justice of the peace, 
charging a workman at the Durbin- 
Forbes hog-farm with assaulting him. 


The "Times," which gave very im- 


portant aid in publicity during the fight 
in 1910 to oust the objectionable pig- 
gery at Baldwin Park, and which has 
entered into the fight to prevent a 
re.pitition of this nuisance, sent a re- 
porter and a photographer to the Dur- 
bin farm, south of the Pacific Electric 
track Wednesday morning, and while 
the picture man was perched on a car 
of garbage taking a shot at a car that 
was being unloaded, he alleges that a 
missile was thrown at him which struck 
him in the groin, causing him to nearly 
lose consciousness, and resulting in his 
being made ill for the rest of the day. 
He further says that after the workman 
had thrown the missile the workman, 
who seemed to be a foreman,; and who 
is named in the complaint' as Emerson 
L. Graves, ordered other workmen to 
charge the two men with pitchforks 
and drive them from the premises. This 
the workmen who were unloading the 
car with forks refused to do. 
The 


ease will be one of the features in the 
fight, to oust the piggery. 


COUNTY GETS BUSY. 


Announcement was made yesterday 


by Supervisor Prescott F. Cogswell of 
this district that the county is draught- 
ing an ordinance which will prohibit 
the feeding of garbage to animals in 
the 
county outside 
of 
incorporated 


cities. 
It is pointed out that if this 


ordinance is adopted it will force the 
city of Los Angeles to dispose of its 
garbage within its own city limts. Mr. 
Cogswell said yesterday tliat there are 
canyon sites in the San Fernando val- 
ley where the garbage could be fed to 
hogs without becoming such a nuisance 
as at such a place as Baldwin Park, 
although he said he did not advocate 
the feeding of garbage to animals at 
any place. The San Fernando site, how- 
ever, is within the city of Los Angeles, 
and is not surrounded bv residences. 


HUMID WEATHER IS 


UNUSUAL VISITOR 


Freak weather in the Covina valley, 


with a higher amount of humidity than 
is usual, and with dashes of rain, fea- 
tures the past week. 
Storms in the 


high mountains are said to be responsi- 
ble for the conditions; with drifting 
cloud-wracks over the valley that had 
broken away from the main storm over 
the mountain peaks. 


Heavy rainfall was reported from the 


high Sierras, while a local rain of near- 
ly half an inch fell in Blythe and im- 
mediate locality. 
The steady heat of 


the past two weeks has been intensi- 
fied by humidity, but the thermometer 
has not stood as high as in the princi- 
ple cities of the east and middle west.
